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SANITARY  01  ROUBiS TANGES  OF  THE  AREA. 


“The  District  is  made  up  of  18  parishes  with  a combined  area  of 
5 0_  square  miles  and  a.  population  of  7>490.  Agriculture  is_  the  basic’ 
industry,  mostly  dairy  farming,  and  the  villagers  along  the  20  mile 
coast  cater  for  holiday  makers.  Many  of  the  householders  are  engaged 
(pEirt-time)  as  outworkers  in  the  Net  and  Twine  Industry  based  on  Bridport 
Borough. 


Water  Supplies. 


The  Rural  District  Council  supply  Charm outh  and  Punoknowle  and 
parts  of  Askorswcll  villages,  while  the  following  supolies  are  privately 
ov/ned. 


Chideock  Water  Works  Company.

Bridport  Water  Works  Company  Ltd. 

This  Company,  in  addition  to  supplying  the  Borough  of  Bridport, 
also  supplies  in  the  Rural  District  Council’s  area,  the  parishes  of 
Bothenha^pton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock,  parts  of  Litton  Cheney, 

Aldington,  and  Symondsbury,  although  their  statutory  area  also  includei 
the  parishes  of  Loders  and  Swyre,  Approximately  2,500  people  out  of  a 
total  of  4»000  in  the  statutory  area, receive  Company’s  water  including 
25O.-3OO  dependent  on  standpipes.  In  connection  vdth  the  proposed 
Puncknowie  Water  Scheme, the  Rural  Council  have  been  given  permission  by 
the  Company  to  supply  part  of  the  parish  of  Swyre. 

In  January,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  proposal  of  the  Joint  Water 
Committee  of  the  Bridport  Borough  and  Bridport  Rural  District  Councils 
thatj_ after  considering, the  Report  of  their  "financial  advisors,  any 
further  consideration  of  the  proposal  to  aoquire  the  Bridport  Water  Viforks 
Company'’ 2!  Undertaking  should  be  abandoned. 

Askerswell. 

25  people  in  this  village  receive  piped  supplies  by  the  Council. 

The  sources  of  the  supply  arc  from  various  springs  which  arc  piped  by 
agricultural  or  collar  pipes  to  various  stone  and  brick  collecting  chambers; 
these  sources  yield  6,500  gallons  with  a storage  capacity  of  2,000  gallons. 
Nothing  has  been  done  regarding  the  renewal  of  defective  pipes,, the 
construction  of  proper  collecting  chambers  and  the  protection  of  the  springs 
as  mentioned  in  previous  Reports.  A further  supply  of  6,800  g.p.d,  is 
available  in  the  Square  and  consists  of  a well  and  a standpipe  nearby. 

Charm outh. 

44>750  gallons  are  collected  from  shallow  sources  and  supply  800 
persons  (with  a summer  population  of  approximately  2,000)  through  4 railes 
of  mains  and  a reservoir  of  4^,000  gallons  approximately.  The  supply  is 
gravitational  and  the  water  is  fully  treated  by  storage,  filtration, 
hardening,  and  chlorination. 

Stage  II  of  the  Improvement  Scheme  for  laying  new  3”  A® C,  pipes 
from  Fernhill  Cross  Roa.ds  direct  to  the  reservoir ‘ has  not  been  carried 
out. 

Investigations  regarding  the,  replacement  of  the  2“  C.I.  main  along 
Higher  Sea  Lane  v;ere  made  towards*  the  end  of  the  year  and  preliminary 
works  were  carried  out  in  a^i  endeavour  to  locate  additional  sources  in 
G-reenlands.

Water  shortage  is  still  experienced  during  the  summer  months 
and  additional  supplies  must  be  found  to  overcome  this  deficiency, 

Qhideocfc, 

In  September  1953,  the  Ministry  agreed  the  terms  for  the  purchase 
of  the  Ohideock  Water  Works  Company  by  the  Council  but  suggested  certain 
alterations  to  the  original  scheme.  These  suggestions  were  being 
investigated. 

There  is  a shortp>^c  of  water  during  the  summer  months  in  this  village. 

The  Council  o\Tn  a well  worked  with  a hand  pump  supplying  a fe\i 
houses  at  the  top  of  West  Road,  and  a scheme  was  drawn  up  to  pipe  the 
water  to  the  houses  but  the  scheme  was  not  proceeded  with. 

Fishponds. 

This  hamlet  obtains  it‘s  supply  from  a road  side  standpipe  which 
comes  from  a small  reservoir  of  625  gallons  capacity  fed  by  various 
springs, 

Litton  Cheney. 

During  the  year  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company,  under  guarantee 
by  the  Council,  completed  the  work  to  supply  the  higher  parts  of  the 
village. 

Loders, 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  housing  site,  a water  supply  scheme 
has  been  preliminarily  prepared  for  extracting  water  from  a spring  between 
Yondover  and  Uploders,  but  until  proposals  for  the  housing  site  and  main 
drainage  for  the  village  have  advanced  further,  no  more  v/ork  regarding 
the  water  supply  is  being  underta.ken, 

Horcombelake. 


The  Council’s  Huts  and  a few  surrounding  properties  are  supplied 
by  water  piped  from  a small  reservoir  which  is  fed  from  three  sources 
on  Hardown  Hill.  This  hill  also  supplies  a large  part  of  the  village 
through  the  private  Hastead  and  Bridge^i*  supplies.  A well  with  an 
average  yield  of  6OO-700  gallons  per  day  supplies  the  eight  Council  Houses 
at  Stanton. St,  Gabriel, 

Puncknowle, 

As  far  back  as  March  1950,  a.  Public  Enquiry  was  held  but  the  findings 
of  the  Enquiry  have  not, been  implemented  so  far.  The  scheme  embraced  the 
construction  of  a 30,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  on  common  land  and  the 
laying  of  3"  diameter  asbestos  mains  through  the  villages  of  Puncknowle 
and  S^Tyre  and  on  to  the  hairlet  of  Bexington.  The  source  yields  8,000 
gallons  per  day.  The  scheme  is  planned  so  that  it  can  fit  in  with  any^ture 
area  scheme.  Tenders  have  been  invited  and  accepted  by  the  Council  and 
it  only  awaits  sanction  of  the  Ministry  to  go  ahead, 

Shipton  Gorge, 

Tne  scheme  far  this  village  v/as  commenced  during  the  year  but  nbt 
completed,  owing  to  certa.in  difficulties  which  a.rose  regarding  the  laying 
of  the  mains  on  the  concrete  surrounds  to  the  sewers  along  the  lines  of 
coincidence  and  the  construction  of  the  reservoir.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
scheme  will.be  completed  during  I955. 

Symondsbury. 

The  Colfox  Esta-te  supplies  parts  of  this  parish  including  the 
village  of  Symondsbury,  while  the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  supplies 
other  parts  of  the  parish  including  West  Cliff  Estate  at  West  Bay.

Although  this  parish  is  mthin  the  statutory  area  of  the  Bridport  _ 

Water  Viforks  Company,  this  Company  has  granted  to  the  Council  the  right  ' ; 

to  supply  v/ater  to  part  of  the  parish  from  the  proposed  Puncknowle  scheme.  ! 

West  Bexington. 

The  unsatisfactory  and  inadequate  private  supply  to  this  haiilet  mil 
be  superseded  by  t...e  proposed  Puncknowle  scheme. 

Whitchurch  Canoni corum. 

At  the  end  of  1952  the  Whitchurch  Water  Company  asked  the  Council 
to  take  over  the  Undent aJcing  arid  the  latter  agreed  to  negotiate  the 
purchase.  The  supply  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  Whitchurch  village 
and  the  Council  asked  that  investigations  should  be  made  to  see  if  the 
supply  could  be  supplemented, 

Wootton  Fitzpaine, 

The  Council  Houses  at  Partwa.y  are  supplied  from  the  Pass  F^ily 
Trust  piped  supply,  the  Council  having  constructed  a hardening  chamber, 
and  at  Monkton  Wyld _0ross,  the  Council  House  site  obtains  it^s  water  from 
the  Axminster  H, D. C, ' s mains.

Approximately  3>5^0  people  take  supplies  from  Public  Mains,  1,000 
receive  piped  water  supplies  from  private  Undertakings  and  the  remaining 
3,000  in  the  District  rely  “on  shallow  v/ells  and  springs  of  doubtful 
quality,  sjnd  insufficient  quantity. 

The  Council  arc  fully  aware  that  the  District  is  inadequately 
supplied  and  have  taken  steps  to  remedy  this  position  by  appointing  a 
firm  of  Consultant  Water  Engineers  to  go  into  the  question  of  a 
comprehensive  virater  scheme  for  the  whole  District,  and  to  rae^ke  a report 
as  soon  as  possible.  This  report,  it  is  estimated  will  be  placed  before 
the  Council  early  in  1955. 

Drainage  and  Scv/crage. 

As  stated  in  previpus  Reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily 
scY/ered  and  all  the  streams  are  receiving  crude  sewage  from  the  villages 
through  which  they  flow.  This  is  particularly  true  at  Charmouth, 
Chideock,  Burton  Bradstock,  Symondsbury,  Bradpole,  Shipton  Gorge, 
Puncknowle  and  Walditch. 
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B Tadpole. 

During  the  year,  the  scheme.^  for  the  Ooneygar  Estate  sewer  was  twice 
revised  at  the  request  of  the  Bridport  Borough  Council,  and  a tender  v;as 
accepted,  and  the  Ministry’s  consent  was  asked  for, but  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year  this  consent  was  not  received, 

Burton  Brads tock. 


In  July,  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  held  an  Enquiry  into  the  proposed 
sewerage  end  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  village.  Tenders  will  be 
invited  early  in  1955» 

Qharmouth. 


A scheme  for  Qharmouth  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  has  been 
approved  by  the  Council  and  a Public  Enquiry  is  now  awaited. 

Loders. 


The  main  drainage  scheme  for  Loders  has  been  postponed  and  the 
Council  have  decided  that  the  proposed  Council  Housing  Site  at  Yondover 
shall  have  it's  ovm  independent  scheme. 

Puncknowle. 

The  scheme  for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a 
disposal  plant  has  been  prepared  in  outline  form,  but  is  not  being 
proceeded  vri.th  owing  to  the  hold  up  in  the  water  supply  scheme. 

Shipton  Cor^e. 

Tenders  were  invited  for  the  scheme  and  work  was  commenced  in 
July  and  is  still  proceeding. 

Future  Schemes. 


The  Council  have  decided  that  future  schemes  shall  have  the 
follovdng  priority^ Qhidcock,  Walditch,  and  Symondsbury  villages. 

Maintenance. 


Sewer  maintenance  is  carried  out  to  the  Council’s  sewers  and  drains 
in  Bradpole,  Bothenharapton,  Qharmouth,  Qhideock,  East  Road,  Loders, 
Symondsbury,  Walditch,  West  Cliff,  and  West  Road,  but  owing  to  shortage 
of  sta.ff  the  work  programme  vjas  somewhat  disrupted. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A monthly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvagQ  at  present  operates, 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  being  collected.  The  Council  have 
a 3/4  Bedford  lorry  engaged  on  this  work,  the  Karrier  Bantam  lorry 
having  been  withdra’.Tn  from  service  during  the  year  and  the  chassis  and 
body  were  converted  into  a traaler.  Refuse  is  dumped  into  old  quarries 
at  Bennet’s  Hill,  Burton  Bradstock  and  Litton  Cheney,  and  into  disused 
pits  a.t  Qharmouth  and  Bothenhampton.  The  tip  at  Qharmouth  became  full 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  tipcing  on  this  site  has  now  ceased. 

The  Council  are  now  investige^ting  a new  site  for  refuse  disposal  for 
the  western  part  of  their  district. 

31  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with  public 
cleansing. 

Petroleum,  Spirit  and  Carbide.

Rodent  Control. 

In  Mo-y^the  Oouncil  agreed  to  employ  for  12  months  trial,  two  part-time 
operatives  irho  would  ma,ke  two  surveys  and  reports  on  Rodent  Control^  and 
who  would  also  inspect  infested  premises  after  Notices  had  been  served  by 
the  Oouncil  on  the  ovmers  or  occupiers.

Twenty- nine  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Rat 


disinfestations  are  carried  out  to  the  Council's  refuse  dumps  at 
approximately  quarterly  intervals. 

Clamping  Sites. 

Spending  holidays  in  caravans  or  tents  is  becoming  more  popula,r 
everj'’  year,  and  the  lovely  coast  of  this  Rural  District  attracts  large 
numbers  of  holiday  makers. 

31  comping  licences  were  issued  or  renewed  authorising  the  use  of 
367  caravans  on  3I  sites,  and  winter  storage  of  203  caravans  on  16  of 
these  sites;  4 of  these  licences  were  issued  to  owner  occupiers  for  the 
use  of  one  caravan  each  on  the  site  of  proposed  dwellings  pending  the 
erection  of  the  houses. 

6 applications,  covering  17  caravans  on  6 sites^  were  refused  on  the 
grounds  of  inadeque.te  sanita,ry  conditions. 

The  23  be0.ch.huts  at  Se.atown’,  I3  at  Eype's  Mouth,  and  I4  at  West 
Bexington  were  approved  as  Temporary  Buildings  on  an  annual  licence 
held  by  the  oimers  and  renevirable. 

55  visits  v/ere  made  to  camping  sites  and  8 Informal  Notices  vrere 
served. 

During  the  year,  the  all-tho-year-round  camping  site  at  Bradpole 
v/as  closed  and  the  huts  and  caravans  removed. 

Schools. 

Of  the  12  schools  in  the  area,  B receive  Pasteurised  milk  and  4 T. T, 
milk;  all  have  piped  v;ater  supplies;  3 have  bucket  or  vault  closets, 
while  the  remainder"  have  water  closets.  Burton  Bradstock  Primary  School 
v/as  closed  in  February,  for  a few  days  owing  to  the  water  closets  being 
frozen.

Heat  Inspection. 

Following  upon  the  decontrol  of  meat  in  July,  thd  Council  received 
one  application  for  the  renewal  of  a licence  to  keep  premises  as  a 
slaughter  house.  The  licence  was  granted  after  the  owner  ha.d  carried_  out 
the  required  improvements,  and  slaughtering  commenced  at  the  beginning  of 
November.  Meat  inspection  at  this  slaughter  house  is  carried  out  by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  employed  part-time  by  the  Council.  Five  visits  were 
made  to  the  slaughter  house  by  the  R. D. C,  staff  during  the  year.  The 
slaughter  house  at  Skilling  was  transferred  to  the  Bridport  Borough 
Council  under  the  Bridport  (extension)  Order  on  l6th,  March,  1954»
